The House hank 
was estab lished in Houston in 1838 b y 
the father of the present b anker. 
It 
was a private b ank, unincorporated, 
and has never made a statement of 
any character of its affairs. 
Mr. House has enormous holdings 
of land and other 
Investments in 
many portions of the state and had 
b een rated since he first engaged in 
b usiness as one of the state’s wealthi­ 
est citizens. 
It is stated that the 
b ank had deposits of more than $2,- 
000,000 dollars when the doors were 
closed. The failure of an old b anking 
house in Hamb urg had a direct b ear­ 
ing on the failure and. coupled with 
this was linked the inab ility of Mr. 
House to realize on large real estate 
holdings.

Somewhere on the Globe. 
Washington. Oct. 18.—Official state­ 
ments regarding the violent earth­ 
quake recorded Wednesday and fol­ 
lowed b y a disturb ance of less mag­ 
nitude yesterday, indicate that the 
earthquake occurred at some point b e­ 
tween 3.9 00 and 5.000 miles away, 
varying according to two estimates. 
The only direction indicated is that 
the motion was either east or west. 
Yesterday’s shock, which kept the 
weather b ureau seismograph moving 
for three-quarters of an hour, may 
have b een an after-shock of Wednes­ 
day's disturb ance.

in a narrow circle of banker« th at th e 
firm was in a rath er precarious posi­ 
tion. and W ednesday one of th e

most H am burg banks instituted

a coalition of th e banks to assist th e 
distress» d firm, but th e condition was 
found to be too unfavorable.
